The County Council is responsible for adopting the laws
of the County. The legislative process generally follows
a monthly cycle:

e 1st Monday - New legislation is introduced;
legislation from prior month is given final
consideration

e 3rd Monday - Public hearing on legislation
introduced that month

e 4th Monday - Legislative work session, if needed
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e 1st Monday - New legislation is introduced; Councilmember, District 2

legislation from prior month is given final Howard County Council
consideration 3430 Court House Drive
Council bills must be signed or vetoed by the County Ellicott City, MD 21043
Executive within 10 days of the Council's presentation of
passed legislation.
